The merchants 
are mostly closed up of nights and 
are at their homes, so that they do 
noi get any particular benefit out of 
the- matter any more than any other 
lesltfent, so thero Is no good reason 
why they should pay any more than 
their share, If the cost were spread 
on the tax roll the merchants would 
have a plenty to pay.

This he 
evidently did- Saturday night, and 
finding that the boiler needed, some 
attention drew the fires and when he 
returned Sunday morning started to 
clean the.flues. In so doing he opened 
the sl'cle door near the floor, at'the op- 
posite .end from the firebox. , As 
'closely as can be surmised, he prob- 
ably started to work with a long hook 
used to clean the llu'es, and the hook 
became stuck. .-• To extricate it 
he 


crawled clear into the space beneath 
the boiler and the theory is,-that gases 
from the firebox overcame him and 
death resulted almost instantly from 
suffocation. 
The flues and masonry 


surrounding them were hot, however, 
and-when the body was discovered 
Sunday morning it was almost liter- 
ally roasted, the clothes being badly 
burned.

As to the bird law, the concensus 


of opinion seems to be that the pro- 
posed closed season of throe years is 
too long. 
They are of the opinion 


that two years is long enough. 
If 


the birds did not pick up enough in 
numbers after being protected for 
two years, it would be possible to 
close the season for a year or two 
more. However, most of them think 
that if they had two seasons to mul- 
tiply in they would probably do as 
well as If they were given a longer 
Lime. 
We have heard no objection to the 


proposed change in the trout law, 
Reducing the bag limit.from 45 to ,25 
fish would not hurt 
anybody 
and 


would be a plenty. • As a matter of 
fact, it is seldom that the law is 
broken on the number of fish cauglit 
in this vicinity for the reason thiit 
there are not enough of them so that 
a man could break the law even if tie 
wanted to. The only change that is 
made should be tho elimination of the 
length of fish\ caught. 
A man who 
catches a fish, no matter how small, 
should be compelled to put it in his 
creel and count it among the day's 
catch, for the reason that a fish that 
is caught and thrown back into the 
water as a general thing dies from its 
injurjes.^so that nothing Is gained by 
'throwing1'It back. Practically all ..our 
ilsh are planted, anyway, and 
the 


shortage Is made up each year and It 
makes but little difference how large 
the flsh are when they are caught. 


The present deer law has had a 


tendency to keep hunters at home, 
and if this Is the objecfof the.-law it 
Is gaining its purpose. It is probaTalo 
that, the more honest ones stay at 
home now, for they do not want to 
break the law and they know that 
there is little chance of having any 
sport unless they do so. 


DEATH OF HENRY TICKNOR, 


Henry Ticknor, an old resident of 


the city of Grand Rapids and a vet- 
eran of the Civil war, passed away 
at his home on .the east side last 
Sunday after an illness

length. He contracted

abouL three weeks ago, and as he was. 
well advanced In years and quite 
feeble at the time he was unable to 
withstand the attack of the disease 
and eventually succumbed. 


Mr, Ticknor was' born in Broome 


county, New York, on the 25th. of 
November, 1837, and was therefore 
in his 80th year when he died. 
He 


was one of a family of seven children 
born to Barton.and Hannah (Smith) 
Tlcknor. 
When the subject of this 


sketch was a mere child the fajnily 
movod to Texas, 
Later t'hey came to 


Wisconsin 
and 
settled 
near 
Sun 


Prairie in the southern, part of the 
state. 
Then the family moved to 


Missouri, from there 
to 
McHenry 


county, Illinois, and then came to 
Wisconsin, living near Colurubus. 
in 1852, 'when Henry was a boy of 


15 he broke away from the family 
and came to this section of Wisconsin 
to-live, and-he has since been identi- 
fied with tho history of this section of 
tho state. 
This country was then 


designated as the Little Pinery, and 
ii required a sturdy pioneer to en- 
counter the trials and tribulations 
that went to make u p ' l i f e in those 
days in Central Wisconsin. Mr. Tick- 
nor for a number of years engaged in 
running lumber down the river, a 
position that the older residents re- 
member him in. 
In the fall of 1861, he answered 


his country's call and 
Joined 
the 


Union army, becoming a member oi 
Company G, 12th 
Wisconsin 
Inf. 


Here he rose to the position of or- 
derly-sergeant, and during one of the 
engagements he participated In ttin 
commissioned olUce'rs of the company 
were all killed and Mr. Ticknor com- 
manded the company thru the rest of 
the .engagement.

received an 


ijono'rable discharge from the army 
on.July 16th, 18G5, and came back, 
co Wisconsin to make his home.

THINK A FEDERAL 


BUILDING IS PORK 


• 


• The Omnibus Public- Building Bill 
which carries. :an ''appropriation of 
$7,q,0'0.0 tor. a federal 
building .. in 


Grand Rapids, passed..the house ol: 
representatives January 19th and is 
now-pending'.in.the senate. 
, 


'•,'. It'.: is understood that the large 
raetrppplitan'newspap&rs 
and:many of, 


the magazines .arc opposing this bill; 
and vigorously working- to kill it in 
tli'e spnato, because they consider .any 
money'expended in the smaller: cities 
\ttuitedi '.and .they term it "pork." 
Such-may be the case in some of the 
smaller cities, but the appropriation 
asked for with which to erect a post- 
offlce building at Grand .Rapids is 
'certainly.a.necessity and not.a luxury. 


The facilities of.the present Grand 


Rapids postofflce. are wholly 'inade- 
'quate, unsanitary, poorly located, 
congested, and provide absolutely no j 
•modern .-conveniences as a public 
building should. 


^Due to.its .location it is impossible 


for a vehicle to stop within a block 
of the building, by reason of the nar- 
rowness of the street and the close 
proximity to the approach of. the 
oridge. 
The council has found it 


neceriiiary for the safety of the gen-' 
eral public to regulate and restrict 
traffic at this point. 


The office, as now equipped, does 


not provide the necessary furniture, 
fixtures, labor saving conveniences 
nor vaults for the proper protection 
of the mails that an office doing suf- 
ficient business to be in first class 
should be provided with. During the 
past year the Grand Rapids office re- 
ceipts were over $40,000, and are 
steadily increasing. 


We do' not believe that when this 


bill co7nes up before our senate at 
Washington and they carefully weigh 
the importance of better equipment 
and protection of the U. S. mails in 
oflices the size of the Grand Rapids 
office, that they will consider it a 
waste of 'money to favor this appro- 
nri.ation, nor will they be entirely 
guided by the metropolitan press and 
consider this as it has been wrong- 
fully termed, "Pork." 


Thru the Merchants and Manufac- 


turers' association, its officers and 
Secretary G. D. Fritzsinger, together 
with the co-operation of Postmaster 
Rpbert N.ash, the urgent need of a 
federal building at Grand Rapids was 
some time ago presented to Congress- 
man E. E; Browne, who, after a per- 
sonal investigation, favorably report- 
ed to congress and urged the passage 
of this appropriation.

NEW GAME LAWS 


NOT SATISFACTORY 


Some of our local hunters are not 


in 
sympathy 
with 
the- 
proposed 


changes in the game laws as they 
have been published fr,om time to 
time and seem to be of the opinion 
that if the lawmakers would consult 
with the hu-nters 
themselves 
they 


would be able to get a better line on 
what is wanted and also what is best 
for the protection of the game. 
The 
foremost 
objection 
among 


hunters, and especially those who go 
after deer each year, is the presen 
one buck law.. 
And the proposed 


change, they say, will only aggravate 
the trouble instead of correcting it 
None o£ them claim in this vicinity 
that the woods are lying full of doas 
that have been shot and killed by 
hunters who do not stop to ascertaii 
.what the sex of the deer may be, but 
they do say that there are many does 
killed that are left to lie and. rot 
They claim that many of the hunters 
shoot first and look for the horns 
afterward. 
The proposed change in 


the law will not help matters, as i 
provides that the animal shot .must 
be a buck and that-it must have horns 
at least four inches long. The hunt- 
ers say that instead of helping mat- 
ters that this will aggravate them, as 
very few men can tell at 75 or 10( 
yards whether an animal has horns 
oi' three or four inches Jong. If it is 
shot, and after looking it oyer the 
animal is fo'und to have horns only 
three inches, the hunter can only go 
away :|n.d leave the animal lying 
there, as he will not dare to %take it 
into camp or. be seen in that neigh- 
borhood. 
it hunters were all honest and con- 
scientious there would be no trouble. 
But the fact of the case is that they 
all go to the woods to get a deer, and 
if it happens that they do not think 
there is a. game warden in their vi- 
cinity, they will kill all the deer they 
see until they get one that fills the 
requirements of the law. 
They all 


seem to agree that the one deer law 
is all right, but they do not think 
that the law should designate the 
sex.As to the bird law, the concensus 
of opinion seems to be that the pro- 
posed closed season of three years is 
too long. 
They are of the opinion 


chat two years is long enough. 
If 


ihe birds did not pick up enough in 
numbers after being protected for 
two years, it would be possible to 
close the season for a year or two 
more. However, most of them think 
that if they had two seasons to mul- 
tiply in they would probably do as 
well as if they were given a longer 
Lime. 
We have heard no objection to the 


proposed change in the trout law. 
Reducing the bag limit from 45 to 25 
fish would not hurt 
anybody and 


would be a plenty. • As a matter of 
fact, it is seldom that the law is 
broken on the number of fish caught 
in this vicinity for the reason thut 
there are not enough of them so that 
a man could break the law even if tie 
wanted to. The only change that is 
made should be the elimination of the 
length of fish caught. 
A man who 
catches a fish, no matter how small, 
should be compelled to put it in his 
creel and count it among the day's 
catch, for the reason that a fish that 
is caught and thrown back into the 
wa,ter as a general thing dies from its 
injuries, so that nothing is gained by 
throwing it back. Practically all our 
fish are planted, anyway, 
and 
the 


shortage is made up each year and it 
makes but little difference how large 
the fish are when they are caught. 
The present deer law has had a 


tendency to kee'p hunters at home, 
and if this is the object of the law it 
is gaining its purpose. It is probable 
that the more honest ones stay at 
home now, for they do not want to 
break the law and they know .that 
there is little chance of having any 
sport unless they do so. 


MAN MEETS UNUSUAL 


DEATH AT MABSKFIELD 


Marshfield Times: Death by suffo- 


cation under a boiler, where he had 
crawled in to clean the flues, was the 
unhappy fate Sunday morning of 
Chris Kottmeyer, a well known resir 
dent of the First ward. 
The tragedy occurred in: the boiler, 


room of the Adler block, where there 
is a central heating plant for the 
opera house and the stores and apart- 
ments comprising part 'of the Pnilip 
Adler estate. 
For some weeks Mr. 


Kottmeyer had been employed as fire- 
man there, and during the cold wea- 
ther he had made it a point to visit 
the boiler room and attend the lire 
toward midnight each night. This he 
evidently did Saturday night, and 
finding that the boiler needed some 
attention drew the fires and when he 
returned Sunday morning started to 
clean the flues. In so doing he opened 
the side door near the floor, at'the op- 
posite end 
from 
Che firebox. , As 


'closely as can be surmised, he prob- 
ably started to work with a long hook, 
used to clean the flues, and the hook 
became stuck. 
To extricate it he 


crawled clear into the space beneath 
the boiler and the theory is that gases 
from the firebox overcame him and 
death resulted almost instantly from 
suffocation. 
The flues and masonry 


surrounding them were hot, however, 
and-when the body was discovered 
Sunday morning it was almost liter- 
ally roasted, the clothes being badly 
burned. 


DEATH OF HENRY TICKNOR 


. Henry Ticknor, an old resident of 
the city of Grand Rapids and a vet- 
eran of the Civil war, passed away 
at his home on the east side last 
Sunday after an illness 
of 
some 


length. 
He contracted 
the 
grippe 


about three weeks ago, and as he was 
well advanced in years and quite 
feeble at the time he was unable to 
withstand the attack of the disease 
and eventually succumbed. 
Mr. Ticknor was born in Broome 


county. New York, on the 25th of 
November, 1837, and was therefore 
in his 80th year when he died. 
He 


was one of a family of seven children 
born to Barton and Hannah (Smith) 
1'icknor. 
When the subject of this 


sketch was a mere child_ the family 
movyd to Texas. 
Wisconsin 
and 
Prairie in the southern part of the 
state. 
Then the family moved to 


Missouri, from there 
to 
McHenry 


county, Illinois, and then came to 
Wisconsin, living near Columbus. 
in 1852, when Henry was a boy _of 


15 he broke away from the family 
and came to this section of Wisconsin 
to live, and he has since been identi- 
jed with the history of this section or 
the state. 
This country was then 


designated as the Little Pinery, and 
u required a sturdy pioneer to en- 
counter the trials and tribulations 
that went to make up life in those 
days in Central Wisconsin.

THINK A FEDERAL 


BUILDING IS PORK 


•Ihe Omnibus Public Building Bill 


which carries an 'appropriation of 
$70,000 for a federal 
building 
in 


Grand Rapids, passed the house of 
representatives January 19th and is 
now pending in the senate. 


It • is understood that the large 
metropolitan newspapers and many oi: 
the magazines .are opposing this bill 
and vigorously working to kill it in 
the senate, because they consider any 
ujoney expended in the smaller cities 
v/aflted, and they term it "pork." 
Such may be the case in some of the 
smaller cities, but the appropriation 
asked for with which to erect a post- 
office building at Grand Rapids is 
certainly a. necessity and not a luxury. 


The facilities of the present Grand 


Rapids postoffice are wholly inade- 
quate, 
unsanitary, 
poorly located., 


congested, and provide absolutely no 
modern 
conveniences as a public 


building should. 


Due to its location it is impossible 


for a vehicle to stop within a block 
of the building, by reason of the nar- 
rowness of the street and the close 
proximity to the approach 
of 
ihe 


oridge. 
The council has found it 


necessary 1'or the safety of the gen- 
eral public to regulate and restrict 
traffic at this point. 
The office, as now equipped, does 


not provide the necessary furniture, 
fixtures, labor saving conveniences 
nor vaults for the proper protection 
of the mails that an office doing suf- 
ficient business to be in first class 
should be provided with. During the 
past year the Grand Rapids office re- 
ceipts were over $40,000, and are 
steadily increasing. 


We do not believe that when this 


bill comes up before our senate at 
Washington and they carefully weigh 
the importance of better equipment 
and protection of the U. S. mails in 
offices the size of the Grand Rapids 
office, that they will consider it a 
waste of 'money to favor this appro- 
priation, nor will they be entirely 


"guided by the metropolitan press and 
consider this as it has been wrong- 
fully termed, "Pork." 
Thru the Merchants and Manufac- 


turers' association, its officers and 
Secretary G. D. Fritzsinger, together 
with the co-operation of Postmaster 
Robert Nash, the urgent need of a 
federal building at Grand Rapids was 
some time ago presented to Congress- 
man E. E. Browne, who, after a per- 
sonal investigation, favorably report- 
ed to congress and urged the passage 
of this appropriation.

WHsoh ''Asks Peace; League 


. - Address to Seriate. 


U.;S.:UNABLE TO HOLD ALOOF 


Declares America . Must Change Its 


Traditional Policy to Br|ng End . 


to Wars—Proposes Armed Or- 


ganization, .of Nation* to 


Guarantee Freedom. 


Washington, 
• - Jan. 
23.—President 


Wilson, in .a personal address to the 
senate, laid down the question of 
whether the United States, shall depart 
'from its traditional policy of isolation 
and..-no entangling alliances, and;take 
part In .a world league to preserve 
peace after the war. 


Shattering precedent of more than;a 


century, the president, regarding, the 
senate with Its treaty-making power as 
his counsellor in foreign affairs, ex- 
plained why he believed the time had 
come for the world to know America's 
position, and discussed the underlying 
causes on which he believes a perma- 
nent peace of the-world can be-main- 
tained. 


In closing the president said: 
"I am proposing, as it were, that the 


nations should with one accord adppt 
the doctrine of President Monroe, as 
the doctrinal of the world.'.' 


While President 'Wilson was speak- 


ing directly to the senators, after the 
manner of Washington, Madison-and 
Adams, his address was In the hands 
of all foreign governments or on its 
:.w.ay to them. 


In tho background of the fundamen- 


tal proposition of whether the United 
States should alter its foreign policy, 
laid down by Washington and carried 
out by a long lino of presidents, was 
the possibility that out of some such 
league of nations might come a way to 
end the present war. 


For nearly a half hour the president 


spoke, with members of the senate, 
members of the cnMnot, and packed 
galleries listening with rapt attention. 
When he concluded there was a tre- 
mendous burst of applause In which 
many of the Republican senators joined 
the Democrats. 


When the president had finished and 


the senate returned to Its.regular busi- 
ness, Senator La Follette epitomized 
the sentiment of all present by say- 
Ing: 


"We have just passed through n very 


Important hour in the life of the 
world." 


Briefly, the president in his address 


said that ho believed no peace which 
wa's a peace of victory In the present 
war would be a permanent peace and 
that it must be taken for granted that 
peace "must be followed by some defi- 
nite concert of power which will make 
It virtually Impossible tlmt any such 
catastrophe should ever overwhelm, us 
again." 


The President's Address. 


The text of the president's address 


was In part as follows: 
: 


"Gentlemen of the Senate: 
On'the 


18th of December last I addressfcd an 
Identic note to the governments ot the 
nations now at war, requesting them 
to state, more definitely than had yet 
been stated by either group of bellig- 
erents, the terms upon which they 
would deem It possible to make peace. 
I spoke on behalf of humanity and of 
the rights of all neutral nations like 
our own, many of whose most vital in- 
terests the war puts In 
constant 


jeopardy. 


"The'" central powers united In a re- 


ply which stated merely that they were 
ready to meet their antagonists In con-" 
ference to discuss terms of peace. 


"The entente powers have replied- 


much more definitely arid have stated 
In general terms Indeed, but with suf- 
ficient deunlteness to imply details, the 
arrangements, guaranties and acts of 
reparation which they deem to be the 
Indlspenslble conditions of a satisfac- 
tory settlement 


"We are that much nearer a definite 


discussion of the peace which shall 
end the present- war. 
We are thttt 


much nearer tho discussion of the In- 
ternational concert which.must there- 
ifter hold the world at.peace. 


Must Prevent Future Wars. 


."In every discussion of the peace 


that must end this war it is taken for 
granted that that peace must be given 
by some definite concert of power 
which will make it virtually Impos- 
sible that any such catastrophe should 
ever overwhelm us again. Every lover 
of mankind, every sane and thoughtful 
man must take that for granted. 
: , 


"I have sought this opportunity ;to 


address you because I'thought'that 1 
owed It .to you,, as the council Asso- 
ciated with me In the final determina- 
tion of our International obligations, to 
disclose to you, without';reserve, the 
thought and purpose that have .been, 
taking form In my mind In regard, to 
the' duty or. our government in these 
days of oome.s when.it will be neces- 
sary to lay afresh, and upon a new; 
plan, the foundations'of peace among 
the nations. 
:. . 


People of United States Must Aid.:, 
"It is Inconceivable that..the people 


of the United States should play no 
part In that great enterprise. To take 
part.

ed ; but we owe it to candor and to a 
just regard for the opinion of mankind 
to say that so far as our participation 
In guaranties of future peace is cdn- 
.cerned -it makes a great deal of differ- 
ence in what way and upon what terms 
It is ended. The treaties and agree- 
ments which'bring it to an end must 
embody terms which will create a 
peace that Is worth guaranteeing and 
preserving, a peace that will win the 
approval of mankind;'not merely a 
peace that will serve the several Inter- 
ests and immediate alms of the nations 
engaged. 
, 


"We shall have no voice In-determin- 


ing what those terms shall be,- but w« 
shall, I feel sure, have a voice In de- 
termining whether they shall be made 
lusting- or not by the guaranties of a 
universal covenant and our judgment 
upon what Is fundamental and essen- 
tial as a condition precedent to per- 
manency should be spoken now, not 
afterward when It may be too.late. 


"No covenant of co-operative peace 


that does not Include the peoples of 
the new-world can suffice to keep the 
future safe against war, and yet there 
is only one sort of peace that "the peo- 
ples of America could join In guaran- 
teeing. 


"The elements of that peace must bo 


elements that engage the confidence 
and satisfy the principles of the Amer- 
ican governments, elements consistent 
with their political faith ami the prac- 
tical convictions which the peoples of 
America have once for aU embraced 
and undertaken to defend. 


Sea Paths Must' Be Free. 


"And 
the paths of the sea must alike, 


in law and In fact, be free. 
The free- 


dom of the seas is the sine, qua non 
of peace, equality and co-operation. No 
doubt a somewhat radical reconsidera- 
tion of many of the rules of Interna- 
tional practice hitherto sought to be es- 
tablished may be necessary In order to 
make the seas indeed free nod com- 
mon in practically all circumstances 
for the .use of mankind, but the mo- 
tive for such changes is convincing 
'and compelling. There can be no trust 
or Intimacy between the peoples of the 
world without them. 
The free, con- 


stant, unthreatened Intercourse of na- 
tions Is an essential part of the proc- 
ess of peace and of development It 
need not be difficult-to define or to se- 
cure the freedom of the seas, if the 
governments of the world sincerely de- 
sire to come to an agreement concern- 
Ing It 
T 
"It Is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of navnl arma- 
ments nnd the co-operation of thn na- 
vies of the world In keeping the seas 
at once free and safe. And the ques- 
,tlon of limiting navnl armaments opens 
'the wider and perhaps more difficult 
question of the limitation of armies 
nnd of all progress of military prepara- 
tion. 


Questions Must Be Faced. 


"Difficult and delicate ns these ques- 


tions are, they must be faced with the 
utmost candor and decided In a spirit 
of real accommodation If pence Is to 
come with healing jn Its wings and 
come to stay. Peace cannot be had 
without 
concession 
and 
sacrifice. 


There can be no sense of safety and 
equality among the nations If great 
preponderating armaments are hence- 
forth to continue here and there to be 
built up and maintained. 
The states- 


men of the world must plan for peace 
and nations must adjust and accommo- 
date their policy to It as they have 
planned for war and made ready for 
pitiless contest and rivalry. The ques- 
tion of armaments, whether on land 01 
sea Is the'most immediately and In- 
tensely practical question connected 
with the future fortunes of nations and 
of mankind. 


Speaks Without Reserve. 


"I have spoken upon these great mat- 


ters without reserve and with the ut- 
most 
expiicltness 
because - It 
has 


seemed to me to be necessary \t the 
world's yearning desire for peace was 
anywhere to find free voice and utter- 
ance 
Perhaps I am the only person 


In high authority among all the peo- 
ples of the world who Is at liberty to 
sneak and hold nothing back.

SENATE IS LIKELY TO ACT 


Indications Are That Upper 
House 


Will Either Pass or Reject Measure, 


- but Chance of Action in House at 


This Session Is Believed Slight.

Washington.— It 
seems 
entirely 


probable that the senate will debate 
and either pass or reject a bill for 
universal military training before this 
short session Is ended. The Indica- 
tion, is that Senator 
Chamberlain's 


measure on this subject will be re- 
ported favorably before long. 
The 


hearings are drawing to a close. 
: It is perhaps true that on ho matter 
of legislation which ;has been before 
congress Jor years iia.ve the. lines of 
favor and disfavor been so sharply 
drawn, as/'on this piece of proposed 
legislation which would-give the youth 
of 'the United States, irrespective of 
their poverty, wealth or social stand- 
ing, a military training. It Is only the 
truth to say that the proposal has 
grown In favor in congress since It be- 
came so clearly manifest that the leg- 
islation In Its effect would be so broad- 
ly democratic. 
This means that no 


young man, no matter what his fam- 
ily's position, power or wealth, could 
escape what the young man without 
money, power or position must give 
to his country. 


It is not at all likely that universal 


military training will become a fact 
In this country for some little time. 
It is, however, entirely within the 
possibilities that the senate will pass 
'the measure at this session. 
It is 


known definitely that some of the ad- 
visers of the administration have 
changed their minds about the legis- 
lation. Originally they were opposed 
to It and now they are In favor of It. 
There are men here ready to predict 
that If the senate shall pass the meas- 
ure, although there Is no hope that the 
house, will act at this session, that 
President Wilson next year will sug- 
gest universal military training In his 
address to congress. 


Hearings On for Some Time. 


The subcommittee of the senate 


committee on military affairs has been 
holding hearings on universal military 
training for a long time. Opponents 
and proponents of the measure have 
been appearing daily to give their 
views. 
There is In Washington an 


organization 
called 
the 
American 


Union Against Militarism. 
This or- 


ganization Is opposed to universal 
military training. It has just had its 
hearing before the senate subcommit- 
tee. The organisation produced some 
physical training experts, a'number of 
college students, some general educa- 
tors, some representatives of "par- 
ents' associations," and some former en- 
listed men of the regular army to bear 
evidence against the necessity of uni- 
versal military training. 


Unquestionably the reason for the 


growth of favor of the measure in 
Washington is due to the difficulty In 
getting volunteer recruits either for 
the regular army or for the National 
Guard. The last army bill passed by 
congress has not met the expectations 
of the men who supported it. 
They 


say so. George E. Chamberlain, Demo- 
cratic senator from Oregon, but who 
Is a native of Mississippi, has just 
made a statement declaring that a real 
understanding of fhe bill and what It 
will do will cause Its opponents to 
change their minds on the subject of 
universal military training. 


Capital Mourns for Cody. 


News of the death of Col. William 


F. Cody, familiarly and affectionately 
known "as Buffalo Bill, was received 
with sorrow In the capital. In Wash- 
ington Colonel Cody always has been 
a marked and familiar figure. 


Among those who watched Buffalo 


Bill's illness,-with, alternating anxiety 
and hope and fear for the outcome is 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S. 
army (retired). Through many cam- 
paigns Miles and Cody -camped, rode 
and fought side by side. There was 
a brotherhood of affection between the 
two men. 


Colonel Cody came to Washington 


every winter of the latter years of his 
life. 
He always met General 'Miles 


who makes this city his home, and to- 
gether they lived over the old days on 
the plains from the time thnf Miles 
was In the field against the Arapahoes, 
the Cheyennes and the Kiowas, through 
his campaigns against the Sioux of 
the North and ending only when the 
last great Indian uprising following 
the ghost dance craze, closed with the 
surrender of Kicking Bear, Short Bull 
nnd the rest of their followers at Pine 
Ridge, S. D.. in February, 1S01. 


I knew Buffalo Bill intimately in the 


lio't-so-old-days. He was a gentle soul, 
but an-untiring and hard fighter, when 
the necessity came. 
In December, 


1890, the Indians of the Northwest 
became 
affected 
by Sitting Bull's 


prophecies of the coming of nn In- 
dian Messiah who would set all things 
'right. 'The buffalo were to return in 
.the-herds, of another day, the white 
uiftn was to be overcome and the red 
man was to be restored to his own. 


Sitting Bull was killed near Stand- 


Ing Rock agency by Indian police. Big 
Foot and his band of 300 Indians, firm 
In the:. belief that the "ghost shirts" 
would turn the hnllots of the white 
man, met and fought the Seventh cav- 
alry at • Wounded . Knee creek. 
The 


band virtually was exterminated and

Adviser to General Miles. 
• 


There were 8,000 -Indians "off the 


reservation" :it this time. 
Troopers 


were brought from all over the United 
States .to quell the uprising. I was 
sent as .n newspaper- correspondent 
from Chicago to join the forces In the 
field near Pine. Ridge agency. On my 
way west Buffalo Bill boarded the 
train at Chadron, Neb., to make. his 
way to Pine Ridge there to join Gen- 
eral Miles who had sent for him to 
act not only In his old capacity as 
scout, but as adviser concerning the 
means to bring the campaign to an 
end with as little bloodshed as pos- 
sible. 


Buffalo Bill was in the field with 


General Miles at this time until the 
last of the Indians surrendered. 
His 


counsel was Invaluable. 
He knew 


virtually every one of the chieftains 
wlio with their following were'on the 
war path. Miles knew them also'and 
these two men between them, by the 
employment of trusted Indians whom 
they could dispatch to the hostile 
camps, managed after some weeks of 
time to induce the. Indians to come 
Into Pine Ridge agency, and there to 
surrender. 
Of course Miles' disposi- 


tion of his military force* aided 
greatly. 


"Church of State" Celebrates. 


Washington ' naturally enough has 


scores o'f public buildings. 
A disap- 


pointed cynic has said that unnatural- 
ly enough Washington 'has a church 
for every one of its public buildings. 


Brooklyn has been called the city, of 


churches, but it has no more claim to 
the name than has this capital of the 
country. 
Washington 
has 
many 


churches, nnd about several of them 
cluster Incidents of historic interest. 


At this writing there Is being cele- 


brated the one hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of St. John's Protes- 
tant Episcopal church on Lafayette 
square In this city. St. John's is a 
small church and it is by no means 
the oldest church in the town, al- 
though It holds the interest of strang- 
ers perhaps more strongly than any 
other sanctuary In the capital. It. is 
a quaint church architecturally, beau- 
tiful In a plain way, and Its pews al- 
ways arc filled at the Sunday services 
and pretty well occupied at all those 
held on the week days. 


It Is this century-old edifice which 


Is known as tho "church of state," a 
semi-humorous reference to the fact 
that many presidents of the United 
States have attended Its services, and 
because even if a president is of an- 
other religious persuasion, a pew In the 
church is always maintained for White 
House occupancy. 


From all over the country there have 


come to Washington noted men nnd 
-women to attend the celebration In this' 
month, of the -"year of a hundred 
years." The bell of St. John's which 
calls the church members to service 
on Sunday made its first "presidential 
appeal" to James Monroe. John Quincy 
Adams, If memory of the history of 
his life serves, was a Congregationalism 
but he attended St. John's church. In 
addition to -Monroe and Adams, Van 
Burcn, the first Harrison, Tyler, Tay- 
lor, Fillmore and Arthur were worship- 
ers In SL John's. 
Presidents' Wives Among Worshipers. 


There Is a real reason for the setting 


aside of a pew in St John's for the use 
of every incoming president. It may 
be that the president himself was not. 
an Episcopalian, but as several chief 
executives of other religious persua- 
sions have married members of the 
Episcopal church, the wives and the 
children of such chiefs of stato have 
attended St. John's. 


President Wilson's wife Is an Episco- 


palian while he is a Presbyterian. His 
two Immediate predecessors In olilce 
had Episcopalians for wives while they 
were members of other churches. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Is a member of the 
Dutch Reformed church and William 
H. Taft is a member of the Unitarian 
church, but both of their wives are 
Episcopalians and 'both attended St 
John's. 


Mrs. Wilson attended St. Thomas' 


church, but just before her marriage 
left that parish to attend services at 
St. Margaret's, another Episcopal sanc- 
tuary. 
Virtually she Is the' only wife 


of a president who, being an Episco- 
palian, has not regularly attended serv- 
ices in St John's. 


The church is situated well within 


sight of the White House, being di- 
rectly across Lafayette square, a most 
pleasant Sunday morning two minute's 
walk through the beautiful park, with 
a statue of Lafayette on one side, one of 
Rochambeau on another, and with Gen- 
eral Jackson in the middle foreground. 
Occasionally former Presidents Roose- 
velt and Taft attended St John's 
church with their wives, but nearly ev- 
ery Sunday each went to the church In 
which he held membership.

Wilson Asks Peace League in 


Address to Senate. 


U. S. UNABLE TO HOLD ALOOF 


Declares America Must Change Its 


Traditional Policy to Bring End 


to Wars—Proposes Armed Or- 


ganization of Nations to 


Guarantee Freedom. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
23.—President 


Wilson, in a personal address to the 
senute, laid down the question of 
whether the United States slmll depart 
from Its traditional policy of Isolation 
and no entangling alliances, and tolce 
part In u world league to preserve 
pence n.ftor the war. 


Shattering precedent of more than a 


century, the president, regarding the 
senate with Its treaty-making power ns 
his counsellor In foreign affairs, ex- 
plained why he believed the time had 
come for the world to know America's 
position, and discussed the underlying 
causes on which he believes a perma- 
nent peace of the world can be main- 
tained. 


In closing the president said : 
"I am proposing, as It were, that the 


nations should with one accord adppt 
the doctrine of President Monroe as 
the doctrlnd of the world.'.' 


While President 'Wilson was speak- 


ing directly to the senators, after the 
manner of Washington, Madison and 
Adams, his address was In the hands 
of nil foreign governments or on Its 
•way to them. 


In tho background of the fundamen- 


tal proposition of whether the United 
Stillos should alter Its foreign policy, 
laid down by Washington and carried 
out by a long lino o£ presidents, was 
the possibility that out of some such 
league of nations might come a way to 
entl the present war. 


For nearly n half hour tho president 


spoke, with members of tho senate, 
members o£ the cnMnot, and packed 
galleries listening with rapt attention. 
When he concluded there was n tre- 
mendous burst of applause In which 
many of the Republican senators Joined 
the Democrats, 


When tho president had finished and 


the senate returned to Its regular busi- 
ness, Senator La Follette epitomized 
the sentiment of all present by Boy- 
Ing: 


"Wo have Just passed through a very 


Important hour In the life of the 
world." 


Briefly, the president In his address 


said tho,t ho believed no peace which 
was a peace of victory In the present 
war would be a permanent peace and 
that It must be taken for granted that 
peace "must be followed by some defi- 
nite concert of power which will make 
It virtually Impossible that any such 
catastrophe should ever overwhelm us 
ngalu." 


The F-resldent's Address. 


Tho text of the president's address 


was In part as follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Senate: On the 


18th of December last I addressed an 
Identic note to the governments 01 the 
nations 110,7 at war, requesting them 
to state, more definitely than had yet 
been stated by either group of belllg' 
erents, tho terms upon which they 
•would deem It possible to make peace, 
1 spoke on behalf of humanity and of 
the rights of all neutral nations like 
our own, many of whose most vlta,l In- 
terests the war puts \i\ constant 
Jeopardy. 


"Tho central powers united In a re- 


ply which stated merely that they were 
ready to meet their antagonists in con- 
ference to discuss terms of peace. 


"The entente powers have replied 


much more definitely and have stated 
In general terms indeed, but with suf- 
ficient deflnlteness to Imply details, the 
arrangements, guaranties and acts of 
reparation which they deem 'to be the 
Indlspenslble conditions of a satlsfuc 
tory settlement. 


"We are that much nearer a definite 


discussion of the peace which shall 
end the present war. We are that 
much nearer tho discussion of the In- 
ternational concert which must there- 
u"ter hold tho world at peace. 


Must Prevent Future Wars. 


"In every discussion of the peace 


that must end this war It Is taken for 
granted that that peace must be given 
by soino definite concert of power 
which will make It virtually Impos- 
sible that any such catastrophe should 
ever overwhelm us again. Every lover 
of mankind, every sane inul thoughtful 
man must take that for granted. 


"I have sought this opportunity to 


address you because I thought that I 
owed it to you, as the council asso- 
ciated with me In the final determina- 
tion of our International obligations, to 
disclose to you, without reserve, the 
thought and purpose that have been 
taking form In my mind In regard to 
tho duty ot our government In these 
days o£ <ome, when it will bo neces- 
sary to lay afresh, and upon u new 
plan, the foundations of peace among 
the nation*. 


People of United States Must Aid. 
"It Is Inconceivable thitt the people 


of tho United States should play no 
part In that great enterprise. To take 
part In such a service will bo the op 
pnrtunlly lor which they have smnfiht 
to urupuro themselves by the very

Cannot Be Long Postponed. 


"That service Is nothing less than 


this—to add their authority ant! their 
power to the authority and force of 
other nations to guarantee peace and 
justice throughout the world. 
Such a 


settlement cannot now be long post- 
poned. It Is right tlmt before It comes 
this government should frankly form- 
ulate tho conditions upon which It 
would feel Justlfleu In asking our pqo- 
plo to approve Its formal and solemn 
adherence to a league for peace. I am 
hero to attempt to state those condi- 
tions. 


"The present war must first be end- 


id ; but wo owe It to candor and to a 
Just regard for the opinion of mankind 
to say that so fur ns Our participation 
In guaranties of future peace Is con- 
cerned It makes a great deal of differ- 
ence In what way and upon what terms 
It Is ended. The treaties and agree- 
ments which bring It to an end must 
embody terms which will create a 
peace that Is worth guaranteeing and 
preserving, a peace that will win the 
approval of mankind; not merely a 
peace that will serve the several Inter- 
ests and Immediate alms of the nations 
engaged. 


"Wo shall have no voice In deterraln- 


ng what those terms shall be, but w» 
shall, I feel sure, have n voice In de- 
termining whether they shall be made 
lasting or not by tho guaranties of a 
universal covenant and our judgment 
upon what Is fundamental and essen- 
tial as n condition precedent to per- 
manency should be spoken now, not 
afterward when It may be too late. 


"No covenant of eo-operallve peace 


that does not Include the peoples of 
the new world can suffice to keep the 
future safe against war, and yet there 
Is only one sort of peace that the peo- 
ples of America could join In guaran- 
teeing. 


"The elements of that pence must bo 


elements that engage fhe confidence 
and satisfy the principles of the Amer- 
ican governments, elements consistent 
with their political faith and the prac- 
tical convictions which the peoples of 
America have once for al! embraced 
and undertaken to defend. 


Sea Paths Must Be Free. 


"And 
the paths of tho sea must alike, 


In law and In fact, be free. 
The free- 


dom of tho seas Is tho sine qua non 
of peace, equality and co-operation. No 
doubt n somewhat radical reconsidera- 
tion of many of the rules of Interna- 
tional practice hitherto sought to be es- 
tablished may be necessary In order to 
make the seas Indeed free and com- 
mon In practically all circumstances 
for the use of mankind, but the mo- 
tive for such changes Is convincing 
and compelling. There can be no trust 
or Intimacy between the -peoples of the 
world without them. The free, con- 
stant, unthreatcnod Intercourse of na- 
tions Is an essential part of the proc- 
ess of peace and of development. 
It 


need not be difficult to define or to se- 
cure the freedom of tho seas, If tho 
governments of the world sincerely de- 
sire to come to an agreement concern- 
Ing It. 


"It Is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval nrmn- 
rncnts and the co-operation of thn na- 
vies of the world in keeping the sens 
at onee free and safe. And the ques- 
tion of limiting naval armaments opens 
the wider and perhaps more difficult 
question of the limitation of armicu 
and of all progress of military prepara- 
tion. 


Questions Must Be Faced. 


"Difficult and delicate as these ques- 


tions are, they must be faced with the 
utmost candor and decided In ri spirit 
of real accommodation If pence Is to 
come with healing Jn Its wings and 
come to stay. Peace cannot be had 
without 
concession 
and 
sacrifice. 


There can be no sense of safety and 
equality among the nations If great 
preponderating armaments nre hence- 
forth to continue here and there to be 
built up and maintained. 
The states- 


men of the world must plan for peace 
and nations must adjust and accommo- 
date their policy to It as they have 
planned for war and made ready for 
pitiless contest and rivalry. 
The quca 


tlon of armaments, whether on land o« 
sen, Is the most Immediately and In- 
tensely practical question connected 
with the future fortunes of nations and 
of mankind. 


Speaks Without Reserve. 


"I have spoken upon these great mat- 


ters without reserve and with tho ut- 
most

world's yearning desire for peace was 
anywhere to find free voice and utter- 
ance.

SENATE IS LIKELY TO ACT 


Indications Are That Upper House 


Will Either Pass or Reject Measure, 
but Chance of Action In House at 
Thli Sesalon Ic Believed Slight.

Washington. — It 
seems 
entirely 


probable that the senate will debate 
and cllher pass or reject a bill for 
universal military training buforo this 
short session Is ended. 
The Indica- 


tion is that Senator Chamberlain's 
measure on this subject will be re- 
ported favorably before long. 
The 


hearings aro drawing to a close. 


It Is perhaps true that on no matter 


of legislation which has been before 
congress for j'oass !?iivc the lines of 
favor and disfavor been so sharply 
drawn as on this piece of proposed 
legislation which would give the youth 
of the United States, Irrespective of 
their poverty, woullh or social stand- 
ing, a military training. It Is only the 
truth to say that the proposal bus 
grown In favor In congress since It be- 
came so clearly manifest that the leg- 
islation In Its effect would be so broad- 
ly democratic. 
This means that no 


young man, no matter what his fam- 
ily's position, power or wealth, could 
escape what the young man without 
money, power or position must give 
to his country. 
' 


It is not at all likely that universal 


military training will become a fact 
In this country for some little time. 
It is, however, entirely 
wllhln 
the 


possibilities that the senate will puss 
the measure at this session. 
It is 


known definitely that some of the ad- 
visers of 
the 
administration 
have 


changed their minds nbout the legis- 
lation. Originally they were opposed 
to It and now they are In favor of It, 
There nre men here ready to predict 
that If the senate shall pass the meas- 
ure, although there Js no hope that the 
house, will net at this session, that 
President WINon next year \\II1 sug- 
gest universal military training In his 
address to congress. 


Hearings On for Some Time. 


The subcommittee of the senate 


committee on military affairs has been 
holding hearings on universal military 
training for a long time. Opponents 
and proponents of the measure have 
been appearing dally to give their 
views.

It bus Just hud Its 
bearing before the senate subcommit- 
tee. The organization produced some 
physical training experts, a number of

ents' associations," and some former en- 
listed men of the regular army to bear 
evidence agnln^l the necessity of uni- 
versal military training. 


Unquestionably the reason for the 


growth of favor of the measure In 
Washington Is duo to the difficulty In 
getting volunteer recruits either for 
Iho regular army or for the Notional 
(luard. The last army bill parsed by 
congress has not met the expectations 
of the men who supported It. They 
hay so. George E. Chamberlain, Demo- 
cratic senator from Oregon, hut who 
Is a native of Mississippi, has Jtist 
made a statement declaring that a real 
understanding of flic bill and what It 
will do will cnuse Its opponents to 
change their minds on the subject of 
universal military training.

There was 
a brotherhood of affection between the 
two men, 


Colonel Cody came to Washington 


every winter of the hitter years of his

At this writing there Is being cele- 


brated the one hundredth anniversary 
of I he founding of St. John's Protes- 
tant Kplscopul church on Lafayette 
M]imre In this city. 
St. John's is a 


.small church and It Is by no means 
the oldest church In the town, al- 
though It holds the Interest of strang- 
ers perhaps more strongly than any 
other .sanctuary In the capital. It. Is 
a quaint church architecturally, beau- 
tiful In n plain way, and Its pews al- 
ways are filled at the Sunday services 
and pretty well occupied at all those 
hold on the week days. 


It Is this century-old edifice which 


Is known ns tlio "church of Etntc," a 
.semi-humorous reference to the fact 
that many presidents of the United 
States have attended its services, and 
because even If a president Is ot an- 
other religious persuasion, a pew In the 
church Is always maintained for White 
Ilon.se occupancy. 


From all over tho country there have 


come to Washington noted men and 
women to attend the celebration In this 
month of the "year of n hundred 
years." Tho bell of St. John's which 
aills the church members to service 
'») .Sunday made Its first "presidential 


j appeal" to .Tames Monroe. John Qulncy 


Adams, If memory of tho history of 
his life serves, was a Congrogationalist, 
bill he attended SI.. John's church. In 
addition to Monroe and Adams, Van 
Huron, the first Harrison, Tyler, Tay- 
lor, Klllmore and Arthur were worship- 
ers, In St. John's. 
Presidents' Wives Among Worshipers. 


There is a real reason for the setting 


aMdo of a pew In St. John's for the use 
of every Incoming president. It may 
be thai the president himself was not, 
un Episcopalian, but as several chief' 
executives of other religious persua- 
sions have married members of the 
KpKcopal church, the wives and the 
children of Mich chiefs of slate have 
attended St. John's, 


1'rehldent Wilson's wife Is an Episco- 


palian \\hlle he Is a Presbyterian. Ills 
two Immediate predecessors In olllce 
had Episcopalians for wives while they 
were members of other churches. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Is a member of the 
Duieh Hcformed church and William 
II. Tuft Is a member of the Unitarian 
church, hut both pf their wives are 
Episcopalians and both attended St. 
John's. 


Mrs. Wilson attended St. Thomas' 


church, but just before her marriage 
left that parish to attend services at 
St. Margaret's, another Episcopal sanc- 
tuary. 
Virtually she is the only wife 


of a president who, being an Episco- 
palian, has not regularly attended serv- 
ices In St. John's. 


The church Is situated well within 


sight of the While House, being di- 
rectly across Lafayette square, a most 
pleasant Sunday morning two minute's 
walk through the beautiful park with 
a sitituc of Lafayette on one side, one of 
Kochmnboau on another, and with Gen- 
eral Jackson In the middle foreground. 
Occasionally former Presidents Iloose- 
volt mid Taft attended St. John's 
church with their wives, but nearly ev- 
ery Sunday ench went to the church In 
which he held membership.

Washington, ; Jan. 
23.—President 


Wilson, in a personal address to the 
senate, laid down the question of 
whether the United States shall depart 
from Its traditional policy of Isolation 
and no entangling alliances, and take 
part in a world league to preserve 
peace after the war. 


Shattering precedent of more than a 


century, the president, regarding the 
senate with its treaty-making power as 
his counsellor in foreign affairs, ex- 
plained why he believed the time had 
come for the world to know America's 
position, and discussed the underlying 
causes on which he believes a perma- 
nent peace of the world can be main- 
tained. 
In closing the president said: 
"I am proposing, as it were, that the 


nations should with one accord adopt 
the doctrine of President Monroe as 
the doctrine of the world.'.' 


While President -Wilson was speak- 


ing directly to the senators, after the 
manner of Washington, Madison and 
Adams, his address was in the hands 
of all foreign governments or on Its 
.way to them. 
In the background of the fundamen- 


tnl proposition of whether the United 
States should alter Its foreign policy, 
laid clown by Washington and carried 
out by a long line of presidents, was 
the possibility that out of some such 
league of nations might come a way to 
end the present war. 
For nearly a half hour the president 


spoke, with members of the senate, 
members of the cabinet, and packed 
galleries listening with rapt attention. 
When he concluded there was a tre- 
mendous burst of applause In which 
many of the Republican senators joined 
the Democrats. 
When the president had finished and 


the senate returned to its regular busi- 
ness, Senator La Follette epitomized 
the sentiment of all present by say- 
Ing: 
"We have just passed through a very 


Important hour in the life of the 
world." 
Briefly, the president in his address 


said that he believed no peace which 
was a peace of victory in the present 
war would be a permanent peace and 


! that It must be taken for granted that 


peace "must be followed by some defi- 
nite concert of power which will make 
It virtually impossible that any such 
catastrophe should ever overwhelm us 
again." 


The President's Address. 


The text of the president's address 


was In part as follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Senate: On the 


ISth of December last I addressed an 
identic note to the governments 01 the 
nations now at war, requesting them 
to state, more definitely than had yet 
been stated by either group of bellig- 
erents, the terms upon which they 
•would deem It possible to make peace. 
I spoke on behalf of humanity and of 
the rights of all neutral nations like 
our own, many of whose most vital In- 
terests the war puts in constant 
Jeopardy. 
"The central powers united In a re- 


ply which stated merely that they were 
ready to meet their antagonists in con- 
ference to discuss terms of peace. 


"The entente powers have replied 


much more definitely and have stated 
In general terms indeed, but with, suf- 
ficient definitene'ss to imply details, the 
arrangements, guaranties and acts of 
reparation which they deem to be the 
Indispensible conditions of a satisfac- 
tory settlement 


"We are that much nearer a definite 


discussion of the peace which shall 
end the present war. 
We are that 


much nearer th« discussion of the In- 
ternational concert which must thcre- 
\fter hold the world at peace. 


Must Prevent Future Wars. 


."In every discussion of the peace 


that must end this war It is taken for 
granted that that peace must be given 
by some definite concert of power 
which will make it virtually Impos- 
sible that any such catastrophe should 
ever overwhelm us again. Every lover 
of mankind, every sane and thoughtful 
man must take that for granted. 


"I have sought this opportunity to 


address you because I thought that 1 
owed it to you, as the council asso- 
ciated with me In the final determina- 
tion of our international obligations, to 
disclose to you. without reserve, the 
thought and purpose that have .been 
taking form in my mind in regard to 
the duty ot our government in these 
days of come,~ when it will be neces- 
sary to lay afresh, and upon a new 
plan, the foundations of peace among 
the nations. 
People of United States Must Aid. . 
"It is Inconceivable that the people 


of the United States should play no 
part in that great enterprise. To take 
part in such a service will be the op- 
portunity fpr which they have sowpht 
to urepare- themselves by the very prin-

third-of the farmers are just-about 
breaking even, while the remaining 
third are making money these days. 
The meetings at Ithaca were held for 
the purpose of laying the base for con- 
structive legislation later, on which is 
e3T>ected to remedy matters both from 
the farmers' standpoint as well as that 
oi the consumer. 
Statistics placed at the disposal of 


thP committee revealed that education 
plnys a large part in the ultimate suc- 
cess of the .farmer, the.man-who at- 
tendsd high school making twi^e as 
much from his acres as. one who did 
not, while the college man makes three 
times RS much. Tabulations of data

"They cannot In honor .withhold the

They do not wish to 
withhold It. But they owe It to them- 
selves and to the other-nations of the 
world to state the conditions under 
whicli they will feel free to render It. 


Cannot Be Long Postponed. 


"That service Is nothing less than 


this—to add their authority and their 
power to the authority and force of 
other nations to guarantee peace and 
Justice throughout the world. Such a 
settlement cannot now be long post- 
poned. It Is right that before It comes 
this government should frankly form- 
ulate the conditions upon which It 
would feel justified In asking our peo- 
ple to approve Its formal and solemn 
adherence to a league for peace. I am 
here to attempt to state those condi- 
tions. 
'The present war must first be end- 


ed; but we owe it to candor and to ft 
just regard for the opinion of mankind 
to say that so far as our participation 
in guaranties of future peace is con- 
cerned it makes a great deal of differ- 
ence In what way and upon what terms 
It Is ended. The treaties and agree- 
ments which bring it to an end must 
embody terms which will create a 
peace that Is worth guaranteeing and 
preserving, a peace that will win the 
approval of mankind; not merely a 
peace that will serve the several Inter- 
ests and immediate alms of the nation* 
engaged. 
"We shall have no voice In determin- 


ng what those terms shall be, but w« 
shall, I feel sure, have a voice in de- 
termining whether they shall be made 
lasting or not by the guaranties of a 
universal covenant and our Judgment 
upon what Is fundamental and essen- 
tial as a condition precedent to per- 
manency should be spoken now, not 
afterward when it may be too late. 


"No covenant cf co-operative peace 


that does not Include the people's of 
the new -world can suffice to keep the 
future safe against war, and yet there 
Is only one sort of peace that the pe«>- 
ples of America could Join In guaran- 
teeing. 
"The elements of that peace must be 


elements that engage the confidence 
and satisfy the principles of the Amer- 
ican governments, elements consistent 
with their political faith and the prac- 
tical convictions which the peoples of 
America have once for nH embraced 
and undertaken to defend. 


Sea Paths Must Be Free. 


"And the paths of the sea must alike, 


in law and In fact, be free. 
The free- 


dom of the seas is the sine qua non 
of peace, equality and co-operation. No 
doubt a somewhat radical reconsidera- 
tion of many of the rules of Interna- 
tional practice hitherto sought to be es- 
tablished may be necessary in order to 
make the seas indeed free and com- 
mon In practically all circumstances 
for the use of mankind, but the mo- 
tive for such changes is convincing 
and compelling. There can be no trust 
or Intimacy between the peoples of the 
world without them. The free, con- 
stant, unthreatened Intercourse of na- 
tions is an essential part of the proc- 
ess of peace and of development. It 
need not be difficult to define or to se- 
cure the freedom of the seas. If the 
governments of the world sincerely de- 
sire to come to an agreement concern- 
ing it. 
i 
"It Is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval arma- 
ments and the co-operation of tho na- 
vies of the world in keeping the seas 
at once free and safe. And the ques- 
tion of limiting naval armaments opens 
the wider and perhaps more dlfiicult 
question of the limitation of armies 
and of all progress of military prepara- 
tion. Questions Must Be Faced. 


-Difficult and delicate as these ques- 


tions are. they must be faced with the 
utmost candor and decided in a spirit 
of real accommodation If peace Is to 
come with healing Jn its wings and 
come to stay. Peace cannot be had 
without 
concession 
and 
sacrifice. 


There can be no sense of safety and 
equality among tha nations If great 
preponderating armaments are hence- 
forth to continue here and there to be 
built up and maintained. The states- 
men of the world must plan for peace 
and nations must adjust and accommo- 
date their policy to It as they have 
planned for war and made ready for 
pitiless contest and rivalry. The ques- 
tion of armaments, whether on land 01 
sea is the most Immediately and In- 
tensely practical question connected 
with the future fortunes of nations and 
of mankind. 
Speaks Without Reserve. 


"I have spoken upon these great mat- 


ters without reserve and with the ut- 
most 
explicitness because 
It 
has 


seemed to me to be necessary If the 
world's yearning desire for peace was 
nnvwbere to find free voice and utter- 
ance 
Perhaps I am the only person 


In hi"h authority among all the peo- 
ples of the world who is at liberty to 
speak and hold nothing back. 
I am 


speaking as an Individual, and yet I 
am speaking also, of course, as the re- 
sponsible h^ad of a great government, 
and I feel confident that I hare said 
what the people of the United States 
would wish me to say. May I not add 
that I hope and believe that I am In 
effect speaking for liberals aDd friends 
of humanity in every natloa and of 
every program of liberty? I would 
fain believe that I am speaking for 
the Eilent mass of mnnklnd every- 
-where, who have as yet had no place or 
opportunity to speak their real hearts 
out concerning the death and ruin they 
see to have come already upon the 
persons and the homes they hold most 
dear."

SENATE IS LIKELY TO ACT 


Indications Are That Upper 
House 


Will Either Pass or Reject Measure, 
but Chance of Action in House at 
This Session Is Believed Slight.

Washington. — It 
seems 
entirely 


probable that the senate will debate 
and either pass or reject a bill for 
universal military training before this 
short session is ended. 
The Indica- 


tion Is that Senator 
Chamberlain's 


measure on this subject will be re- 
ported favorably before long. 
The 


hearings are drawing to a close. 


It Is perhaps true that on ho matter 


of legislation which has been before 
congress ior years have the lines of 
favor and disfavor been so sharply 
drawn as on this piece of proposed 
legislation which would give the youth 
of the United States, irrespective of 
their poverty, wealth or social stand- 
Ing, a military training. It Is only the 
truth to say that the proposal has 
grown in favor in congress since it be- 
came so clearly manifest that the leg- 
islation in Its effect would be so broad- 
ly democratic. This means that no 
young man, no matter what his fam- 
ily's position, power or wealth, could 
escape what the young man without 
money, power or position must give 
to his country. 


It is not at all likely that universal 


military training will become a fact 
in this country for some little time. 
It is, however, entirely within the 
possibilities that the senate will pass 
the measure at this session. 
It is 


known definitely that some of the ad- 
visers of the 
administration have 


changed their minds about the legis- 
lation. Originally they were opposed 
to it and now they are In favor of it. 
There are men here ready to predict 
that if the senate shall pass the meas- 
ure, although there is no hope that the 
house will net at this session, that 
President Wilson next year will sug- 
gest universal military training in his 
address to congress. 


REMEDY FOR CHAPPED TEATS 


Sudden Chilling or Irritation of Any 


Kind Can Be Treated by Use 


of Vasclrne.

Chapped teats may be caused by any- 


thing that irritates them—as, for el- 
ample, the sudden chilling of tlie teat 
in winter after the cnlf has just let go, 
milking with wet hands, or contact 
with cold, dirty water. 


The trouble may be slight, or it may 


develop Into deep, gaping sores. The 
use of vaseline at the first sign of trou- 
ble will usually check and cure. 


If the teats are badly chapped, thor- 


ough washing in warm water, followed 
by the application of glycerite of tannin 
or equal parts of spermaceti and oil of 
sweet almonds, is advised. 


Hearings On for Some Time. 


The subcommittee of the 
senate 


committee on military affairs has been 
holding hearings on universal military 
training for a long time. Opponents 
•and proponents of the measure have 
been appearing daily to prive their 
views. 
There is in Washington an 


organization 
called 
the 
American 


Union Against Militarism. 
This or- 


ganization is opposed to universal 
military training. It has just had its 
hearing before the senate subcommit- 
tee. 
The organization produced some 


physical training experts, a number of 
college students, some general educa- 


j tors, some representatives of "par- 


• ents' associations," and some former en- 


listed men of the regular army to bear 
evidence against the necessity of uni- 
versal military training. 


Unquestionably the reason for the 


growth of favor of the measure in 
Washington is due to the difficulty in 
getting volunteer recruits either for 
the regular army or for the National 
Guard. The last army bill passed by 
congress has not met the expectations 
of tlie men who supported it. 
They 


say so. George E. Chamberlain. Demo- 
cratic senator from Oregon, but who 
Is a native of Mississippi, has just 
made a statement declaring that a real 
understanding of fhe bill and what It 
will do will cause Its opponents to 
change their minds on the subject of 
universal military training. 


Capital Mourns for Cody. 


News of the death of Col. William 


F. Cody, familiarly and affectionately 
known QS Buffalo Bill, was received 
with sorrow in the capital. In Wash- 
ington Colonel Cody always has been 
a marked und familiar figure. 


Among those who watched Buffalo 


Bill's illness, with alternating anxiety 
and hope and fear for the outcome Is 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S. 
army (retired). 
Through many cam- 


paigns Miles and Cody camped, rode 
and fought side by side. There was 
a brotherhood of affection between the 
two men. 


Colonel Cody came to Washington 


every winter of the latter years of ills 
life. 
He always met General Miles 


who makes this city his home, nnd to- 
gether they lived over the old days on 
the plains from tlie time that Miles 
was iu the field against the Arapahoes, 
the Cheyennes and the Kiowas, through 
his campaigns against the Sioux of 
the North and ending only when the 
last great Indian uprising following 
the ghost dance craze, closed with the 
surrender of Kicking Bear. Short Bull 
and the rest of their followers at Pine 
Ridge, S. D.. in February, 1SU. 


I knew Buffalo Bill intimately in the 


uot-so-old days. He was a gentle soul, 
but an untiring and hard fighter when 
the necessity cnme. 
In December, 


1S90, the Indians of tlie Northwest 
became 
affected 
by Sitting 
Bull's 


prophecies of the coming of an In- 
dian Messiah who would set all things 
right. The buffalo were to return in 
the herds of another day, the white 
man was to be overcome and the red 
man was to be restored to his own. 


Sitting Bull was killed near Stand- 


ing Rock agency by Indian police. Bis 
Foot and his band of 300 Indians, firm 
In the belief that the "ghost shirts" 
would turn the bullets of tlie white 
man, met nnd fought the Seventh cav- 
alry at Wounded Knee creek. 
The 


band virtually wns exterminated and

Buffalo Bill was In the field with 


General Miles at this time until the 
last of the Indians surrendered. His 
counsel was Invaluable. 
He knew 


virtually every one of the chieftains 
who with their following were1 on the 
war path. Miles knew them also and 
these two men between them, by the 
employment of trusted Indians whom 
they could dispatch to the hostile 
camps, managed after some weeks of 
time to induce the Indians to come 
Into Pine Eldge agency, and there to 
surrender. 
Of course Miles' disposi- 


tion of his military force*

"Church of State" Celebrates. 


Washington ' naturally enough has 


scores of public buildings. 
A disap- 


pointed cynic has said that unnatural- 
ly enough Washington has a church 
for every one of Its public buildings. 


Brooklyn has been called the city, of 


churches, but it has no more claim to 
the name than has this capital of the 
country. 
Washington 
has 
many 


churches and about several of them 
cluster Incidents of historic Interest. 


At this writing there is being cele- 


brated the one hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of St. John's Protes- 
tant Episcopal church on Lafayette 
square in this city. 
St. John's is a 


small church and it Is by no means 
the oldest church in the town, al- 
though it holds the interest of strang- 
ers perhaps more strongly than any 
other sanctuary In the capital. 
It. Is 


a quaint church architecturally, beau- 
tiful in a plain way, and its pews al- 
ways are filled at the Sunday services 
and pretty well occupied at all those 
held on the week days. 


It is this century-old edifice which 


Is known as the "church of state," a 
semi-humorous reference to the fact 
that many presidents of the United 
States have attended Its services, and 
because even if a president is of an- 
other religious persuasion, a pew in the 
church is always maintained for White 
House occupancy. 


From all over the country there have 


come to Washington noted men and 
women to attend the celebration In this 
month of the "year of a hundred 
years." The bell of St. John's which 
calls the church members to service 
on Sunday made its first "presidential 
appeal" to James Monroe. John Quincy 
Adams, if memory of the history of 
his life serves, was a Congregationalist, 
but he attended St. John's church. In 
addition to Monroe and Adams, Van 
Huron, tho first Harrison, Tyler, Tay- 
lor, Fillmore and Arthur were worship- 
ers In St. John's. 
Presidents' Wives Among Worshipers. 


There is a real reason for the setting 


aside of a pew in St. John's for the use 
of every incoming president. It may 
be that the president himself was not. 
an Episcopalian, but as seveml chief 
executives of other religious persua- 
sions have married members of the 
Episcopal church, the wives and the 
children of such chiefs of state have 
attended St. John's. 


President Wilson's wife is an Episco- 


palian while he is a Presbyterian. His 
two immediate predecessors in oliice 
had Episcopalians for wives while they 
were members of other churches. Theo- 
dore Itoosovelt is a member of the 
Dutch Reformed church and William 
H. Taft is a member of the Unitarian 
church, but both of their wives are 
Episcopalians and both attended St. 
John's. 


Mrs. Wilson attended St. Thomas' 


church, but just before her marriage 
left that parish to attend services at 
St. Margaret's, another Episcopal sanc- 
tuary. 
Virtually she is the only wife 


of :i president who. being an Episco- 
palian, has not regularly attended serv- 
ices in St. John's. 


The church is situated well within 


sight of the White House, being di- 
rectly across Lafayette square, a most 
pleasant Sunday morning two minute's 
walk through the beautiful park with 
a statue of Lafayette on one side, one of 
Rochambeau on another, and with Gen- 
eral Jackson in the middle foreground. 
Occasionally former Presidents Roose- 
velt and Taft attended St. John's 
church with their wives, but nearly ev- 
ery Sunday each went to the church in 
which lie held membership. 


New Cedar for Pencils.

ftlO amount of wood used on the 


farms of tho country and exposed 
to decay Is vary great. Tho total 
is difllcult to estimate, 'but it 'un- 


doubtedly amounts tp several billion 
feet. This wood Is used In various 
forms, such as fence posts, building 
foundations, windmill frames, shingles, 
telephone poles, silos, etc. For such 
uses durability is'usually the chief re- 
quisite. 


Some woods resist decay more than 


others. A post of one kind of wood 
may last ten years or more, while one 
of nnotluir kind may last only two 
years 
under tho same conditions. 


There Is also n groat difference in the 
durability of wood of the samo species 
under different conditions. In a very 
wet or a very dry situation a post will 
last longer than In a situation where 
tho ground is simply damp. It will 
last better In n compact clayey soil- 
thnn In a loose sandy.soil. A warm, 
moist climate Is more favorable tc- do- 
cay than a dry one, or one that has 
long, cold winters. 


Naturally durable woods are con- 


tinually growing scarcer and higher 
priced in most localities, and less dur- 
able, woods must be'used In their 
stead. Many of these woods in their 
natural condition will last only two or 
three years In situations favorable to 
decay. It will readily be seen, there- 
fore, that any reasonably cheap meth- 
,od of Increasing their life will effect 
a material saving to the user, 


For a number of years tho forest 


service 'haa. been conducting experi- 
ments on the. preservative treatment 
of fence posts, poles, and other forms 
of timber' exposed 'to decay. These 
experiments _have been made in co- 
operation with agricultural experiment' 
stations, farmers, and various com- 
panies, and also upon the national for- 
ests. They have proved conclusively 
that when a' suitable preservative 
treatment is given the resistance of 
wood to decay can be very much In- 
creased. 


Decay Is not due to, the chemical ac- 


tion of t.he soil or to the fermentation 
of tho sap, but Is the result of the 
action of certain low forms of plant 
life called fungi. These consist, for 
the most part, of very flne threadlike 
filaments, collectively called mycelium, 


the ground, .especially In compact or 
clayey .soil,..It tends to become satu- 
rated, with moisture, so that decay is 
prevented; but within two or three 
feet of the surface of the ground there 
is usually enough air for the growth 
of the fungus. 
Conditions are most 


favorable, of course, just at the sur- 
face of the.ground; and It will be'not- 
ed that the point of greatest decay in 
a fence post Is usually near/the ground

wood constitute tho food of the fungi. 
As these substances are dissolved the 
structure Is broken., down, until tho 
wood reaches the condition commonly 
known as rotten. 


The mycelium usually grows out to 


the 'surface to form compact masses 
called fruiting.bodies. Since there are 
many,kinds of tmigt; there arc many 
kinds of fruiting bodies. Tho various 
forms of "toadstools," "punks," "brack- 
ets." or "dog ears,'1 -which are so fre- 
quently found growing on trees nnd 
dead, wood, are examples of these.

A Poor Way to Pile Posts for Season- 


Ing—Too Close. 


Their presence generally means that 
decay has made considerable progress 
In the wood. 


The 
four

growth of lungl are moisture, air, a 
favorable temperature, and food. 


A damp condition of tlte wood Is 


probably the most favorable to decay;. 
Wood can be either so wet or so dry 
fliat the fungi cannot live In It. When 
submerged In water It has been known 
to last hundreds of years,, add In per- 
fectly dry situations It will often last 
Indefinitely. 
Wood lu. contact with 


damp ground usually contains the 
-ight amount of moisture for-the de- 
velopment of decay. Also, where tim- 
ber Is In contact with wood or other" 
material,- water frequently collects in 
tho points and keeps the wood moist 
for long periods of time, thus favoring 
decay at those points. : Familiar exam- 
ples of this, are decay in tho tops of 
posts In board fences, in tho Joints of 
various kinds of buildings, in porch 
columns, in sills resting on wood or 
stone piers, and In lumber plies. 


There are very few places where the 


fungus cannot get air enough.for Its 
needs. When wood Is buried' deep in 


post. 


Wood-destroying fungi cannot grow 


at very high or very low temperatures; 
but-there are few, If any, climates in 
which (lie temperature during at least 
part of the year is not favorable Vo 
their growth. . 


The-wood Itself supplies the fourtli 


requirement of the 
fungi, which Is 


food, Jn order to prevent decay, it Is 
necessary to^deprive the fungus of one 
or more of these four requirements. 
It 4.s out of the question in ordinary 
situations to deprive' it of air and 
warmth; and 
though moisture can 


sometimes be eliminated to a certain 
extent, this cannot be done when the 
wood is exposed to the weather. In 
general, therefore, the most effective 
method of preventing decay Is to pois- 
on the food supply, and upon this 
principle is based the use of most suc- 
cessful .wood preservatives. 
Prolonging the Life of Posts Without 


the Use of Preservatives. 


Posts which are to be set without 


preservative treatment should always 
be peeled. The presence of loose bark 
allows moisture to collect, and thus 
makes conditions favorable for decay. 
It also harbors wood-boring insects, 
which, by boring tunnels, may .both 
seriously weaken tho post and.make- 
conditions more favorable for rapid 
decay by affording easy access 
to 


fungi. 


The general Impression lias beep 


that seasoning wood makes.-it moro 
durable. In a number of experiments 
made by-the forest service on poles 
and ties, however, green wood 
has 


been found as durable as seasoned 
wood.'It is questionable,'therefore, If 
it pays to season posts simply to In- 
crease their durability.' If the posts 
are to be used In moist locations, the 
seasoned wood can quickly take up 
moisture and in a comparatively short 
time reach the condition /of green 
wood.;' 
In any case, the seasoned 


posts will In.time reach approximately 
the same condition as unseasoned' 
posts under the same conditions. 


In order to be of any value season-, 


ing must be .'properly done, and the 
posts must not- be .held so long that 
decay ^begins;' before they are set.', 
Posts should iitfver be left close-piled 
for any Icn'gtlv'of time. 


In some cases, charring has ap- 


peared to give good; results; In others' 
howeve;1, It - has failed to give any 
appreciable''„protection, and It cannot 
be relied upon. 
' 


Piling stones around the base of the 


post has. sometimes boon resorted to. 
This tends to. keep back the weeds and 
allow the air to circulate, ;.'freely 
around the post. In some climates, 
however, where the ground,Is '.wet dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the year, 


'the. use of stones'In this. way. has 
seemed to favor decay rather, than re- 
tard it', because the post is allowed to! 
dry out partially between wet; spells. 
It' would be better to keep. It con- 
stantly-wet. 
. 
. 
. 
. 
; In dry, sandy regions. posts are 
sdmetlmes very badly cut by, drifting 
sand being blown, against the. wood. 
'This 'effect is 'sometimes called .Vburn- 
.ing." Piling stones around such' posts 
would, no doubt, be effective in pre- 
venting the sand-cutting. It Is doubt- 
ful, however, If results obtained by the 
use of stones for the sole-purpose of- 
preventing decay will justify the.labor 
involved,

Setting posts In concrete may have 


a beneficial effect in some cases. If 
moisture'Should reach the post, how- 
ever, it may 'be held there . by ithe 
concrete and -cause decay to proceed 
more rapidly. 
Tills Is an expensive 


method of;setting posts and cannot 
bo depended upon to prevent decay. 


Prolonging the Life of Posts by Means 


of Preservatives. 


There are five chief requirements 


for a preservative for general use. .It 
should, be ^reasonably cheap,, should 
penetrate wood readily, should not be 
corrosive to metal, should not evapo- 
rate or wash out of the wood easily, 
and should be poisonous to fungi. 
For special purposes, there are, of 
course, additional requirements. 


Coal-tar creosote/which is a brown- 


ish-black heavy oil, practically insol- 
uble In water, Is In general use for 
preserving fence posts and other farm 
timbers. • Satisfactory penetrations of 
many species of wood can be secured 
with it and excellent results, have 
ben obtained by its use. It is con- 
sidered one of tho most cflleient,pre- 
servatives against decay so far de- 
veloped for farm timbers exposed to 
the w.cather. It may also be used for 
inside work wherever Its color, odor, 
and other properties are not objec- 
tionable. 


Coal-tur creosotes vary considerably 


Jn quality; but satisfactory results may 
be obtained from any good grade, pro- 
vided a sufficient amount Is put Into 
Uie wood and a good ponetration Is 


might prevent -decay ty keeping'Out

Its chief defect Is 
that it does not penetrate the -wood 
readily. 
:Coal-tar and water-gas tar 


are alsb much less' poisonous to the 
'organisms which cause decay .than Is 
coal-tar creosote. 


Crude oil is npt sufficiently poison- 


ous for a wood preservative. If the 
wood can be thoroughly saturated 
with It, water may be'.kept out and 
decay-prevented; but It. Is very "diffi- 
cult, If "not impossible, to got enough 
oil into most . woods 
by 
processes 


which .are. practicable, on tlie farm. 
For treating by the brush method 
crude oil is entirely unsatisfactory. - 


Good results cannot, in general, be 


expected from paint, linseed oil, or 


woods, care should be taken to re- 
move the thin Inner bark from the 
part of the post that Is to be treated. 
Even small patches of this bark often 
prevent penetration by the preserva- 
tive.

When an ordinary sized post properly 
piled-for seasoning does not lose more 
than .a pound or two In weight during 
a week of good seasoning weather it 
may be'consldpred dry enough to trent.

Too Much Extravagance in Attempt- 
ing to Follow Leaders 


The success attending the boycott 


on eggs and turkeys serves to remind 
us of the remark of a recent writer 
who ventured the opinion that it was 
not so much the high cost of living 
as it was the cost of high living that 
was troubling the country at this 
time. 
The writer placed his finger on one 


of the sorest spots in our domestic 
economy. 
We are the most extravagant peo- 


ple on earth. 
Fifty years ago our fathers would 


havis sworn mighty but 
righteous 


oaths had any been guilty of extrav- 
agance. 
They lived in a manner 
that we of this day would consider 
the extreme of hardship. 
Our grandmothers, could they come 


back, would be thoroly scandalized 
at our profligate extravagance, and 
yet the strange thing to us is that 
they managed to extract about as 
much happiness from life as we do— 
if not a little more. 
It has been said that the luxuries 


of one generation are the necessities 
of the next. 
If this be true, the outlook m a 


few generations is truly appalling. 
Given all of our luxuries as their ne- 
cessities, with proportionate luxur- 
ies of their own of which -sve have not 
yet even dreamed, to what gigantic 
extent will extravagance have reach- 
ed?The picture is not a promising one. 
In fact, it is by no means attractive. 
It has been said that an European 
peasant's family would live in com- 
fort on what the average American 
kitchen consigns to the swill barrel.

wood to decay can bo very much in- 
creased. 


Decay Is not due to the chemical ac- 


tion of tho -.oil or to the fermentation 
of the sap, but is the result of the 
action of ccitaln low forms oC plant 
IH'o tailed lungl. These consist, for 
the most part, of very flnu threadlike 
(Humoiils, collectively called mycelium, 
which penetrate the wood In nil di- 
rections. 
Certain substances In the 


wood constitute the I'ood of tho fungi. 
As these substances are dissolved tho 
.structure l.s broken down, until the 
wood reaches the condition commonly 
known us rotten. 


The mycelium usually grows out to 


the sui face to form compact masses 
called fruiting bodies. Since there are

Familiar exam- 
ples of this are decay In the tops of 
posts In board fences, In tho joints of 
various kinds of buildings, In porch 
columns, In sills resting on wood or 
stouu piers, and in lumber piles.

Prolongino the Life of Posts Withou 


the Use of Preservatives. 


1'ost.s which are to be set without 


preservative treatment should always 
be peeled. The presence of loose hurt, 
allows moisture to collect, and

makes conditions fuvotahle for decay. 
It also harbors wood-boring Insects, 
which, by boring tunnels, may both 
seriously weaken Ibe post and make 
conditions more linorable for raplt 
decay by affording easy 
access 
to 


fungi. 


The general Impression has 


that seasoning wood 


the use of stones in Ibis way has 
seemed to favor decay rather than re- 
tard it, because tho post Is allowed to 
dry out partially between wet spells. 
It would bo better to keep It con- 
stantly wet. 


In dry, sandy regions posts are 


sometimes very badly cut by drifting 
sand being blown against the wood. 
This efl'oet is sometimes called "burn- 
Ing." riling stones around such posts 
would, no doubt, be effective In pre- 
venting Ihe sand-cutting. It Is doubt- 
ful, however, If results obtained by the 
use of stones for the sole purpose of 
preventing decay will Justify tho labor 
Involved. 


Setting posis In concrete may have 


a beneficial efl'oet In some cases. If 
moisture should reach tho post, how- 
ever, it may bo held thuro by tho 
concrete and cause decay to proceed 
more rapidly. 
This Is nn expensive 


method of Netting posis and cannot 
bo depended upon to prevent decay. 


Prolonging the Life of Posts by Means 


of Preservatives. 


There are t'lve chief requirements 


for a preservative for general use. It 
•iionld be treasonably cheap, 
should 


pone! rate wood readily, should not be 
corroMve to metal, should not evapo- 
rate or wash out of the wood easily, 
uid should be poisonous to 
fungi, 


[''or special purposes there- are, of 
course, additional requirements. 


Coal-tar creosote, which Is n brown- 


Mi-black heavy oil, practically Insol- 
ible In water, Is In general use for 
iroserving fence posts and other farm 
iinbers. 
Satisfactory penetrations of 


iinny species of wood can be secured 
>\lth It nnd excellent results hnve 
>on obtained by Its use. It Is con- 
sidered one of tho most elllcleut pro- 
•lenativcs against decay so far de- 
veloped for farm timbers exposed to 
.bo weather. It may also be used for 
nslde work wherever Its color, odor, 


might prevent decay l.y keeping out 
the water; but this would be dllllcult 
to accomplish as we)) as being too 
expensive. 


Posts have sornellnifs been dipped 


In thin cement and allowed to dry, 
leaving u coal of cement over thu sur- 
face of the wood. Such a coaling will 
not keep out water and 'is easily 
cracked or broken off. 
Good results 


cannot be expected from this treat- 
ment. 


Only /sound wood Is fit for treat- 


ment.' If decay has made a start, It 
Is not always entirely stopped by 
,e 


treatment, but may continue bcneulh 
the treated wood until the inferior of 
the post Is destroyed. The first thing 
to consider, then, Is the selection and 
preparation of tho limber. 


All timber should be peeled and 


thoroughly seasoned before the pre- 
servative Is applied. In peeling posts 
of pine, cedar, aud other coniferous

farms of the country and exposed 


decay is very great. The total 


is difficult to estimate, but it -un- 


doubtedly amounts to several billion 
feet. This wood is used in various 
forms, such as fence posts, building 
foundations, windmill frames, shingles, 
telephone poles, silos, etc. For such 
uses durability is'usually the chief re- 
quisite. 


Some woods resist decay more than 


others. A post of one kind of wood 
may last ten years or more, while one 
OL' smother kind may last only two 
years 
under the 
same 
conditions. 


There is also a great difference in the 
durability of wood of the same species 
under different conditions. In a very 
wet or si very dry situation a post will 
last longer than in n situation where 
the ground is simply clamp. It wil 
last bettor in a compact clayey soil 
than in u loose sandy soil. A warm 
moist climate is more favorable to de- 
cay than a dry one, or one that has 
long, cold winters. 


Naturally durable woods are con- 


tinually growing scarcer and higher 
priced in most localities, and less dur- 
able woods must be used in their 
tead. Many of tlic.se woods in their 
natural condition will last only two or 
hree years In situations favorable to 
decay. It will readily be seen, there- 
fore, that any reasonably cheap meth- 
od of increasing their life will effect 
a material saving to tho user. 


For a number of years the forest 


service has, been conducting experi- 
ments on the preservative treatment 
of fence posts, polos, and other forms 
of timber exposed to decay. These 
experiments have been made in co- 
operation with agricultural experiment 
stations, farmers, and various com- 
panies, and also upon the national for- 
ests. They have proved conclusively 
that when a suitable preservative 
treatment is given the resistance of 
wood to decay can be very much in- 
creased. 


Decay is not due to the chemical ac- 


tion or" the soil or to the fermentation 
of the sap, but is the result of the 
action of certain low forms of plant 
life called fungi. These consist, for 
the most part, of very Sne threadlike 
filament*, collectively called mycelium, 
which penetrate the wood in nil di- 
rections. 
Certain substances in the 


wood constitute' tho food of the fungi. 
As those substances tire dissolved the 
structure is broken down, until the 
wood roaches the condition commonly 
known as rotten. 


The mycelium usually grows out to 


the 'surface to form compact masses 
called fruiting bodies, 
many kinds of fnngr; there are many 
kinds of fruiting bodies. Tho various 
forms of "toadstools," "punks," "brack- 
ets." or "dog ears,1' which are so fre- 
quently found growing on trees and 
dead, wood, are examples of these.

A damp condition of tho wood is 


probabiy the most favorable to decay.. 
Wood can be either so wet or so dry 
fhat the fungi cannot live in it. When 
submerged in water it has been known

and below the ground line the air sup- 
ply is less favorable for the develop- 
ment of decay. In loose or sandy soils, 
riowever, which under good drainage 
contain more air than compact soils, 
lecay may extend to the bottom of the 
post. 


Wood-destroying fungi cannot grow 


:it very high or very low temperatures; 
but there arc few, if any, climates in 
which the temperature during at least 
part of the year is not favorable to 
their growth. . 


The wood itself supplies thp fourth 


Sinc7there"are requirement of tho 
fungi 
which is 


.food. In order to prevent decay, it is 
necessary to deprive the fungus of one 
or more of these four requirements. 
It is out of the question in ordinary 
situations to deprive it of air and 
warmth; and 
though moisture can 


sometimes be eliminated to a certain 
extent, this cannot be done when the 
wood is exposed to the weather. In 
general, therefore, tho most effective 
method of preventing decay is to pois- 
on the food supply, and upon this 
principle is based the use of most suc- 
cessful .wood preservatives. 
Prolonging the Life of Posts Without 


the Use of Preservatives. 


Posts which are to be set without 


preservative treatment should always 
be pooled. The presence of loose bark 
allows moisture to collect, and thus 
makes conditions favorable for decay. 
It also harbors wood-boring 
insects, 


which, by boring tunnels, may both 
seriously weaken the post and maker 
conditions more favorable for rapid 
decay by affording easy access to 
fungi. 


The general impression has been 


that seasoning wood makes -it more 
durable. In a number of experiments 
made by the forest service on poles 
and tiqs, however, green 
wood has 


been found as durable as seasoned 
wood. It is questionable, therefore, if 
it pays to season posts simply to in- 
crease their durability. If the posts 
are to bo used in moist locations, the 
seasoned wood can quickly take up 
moisture and in n comparatively short 
time roach the condition of green 
wood. 
In any case, the seasoned 


posts will in.time reach approximately 
the same 
condition as unseasoned 


the use of stones 'in this way has 
seemed to favor decay rather than re 
tard It, because the post is allowed to 
dry out partially between wet spells 
It would be better to keep it con- 
stantly wet. 


In dry, sandy regions posts are 


sometimes very badly cut by drifting 
sand being blown against the wood. 
This effect is sometimes called "burn- 
ing." Piling stones around such posts 
would, no doubt, be effective in pre- 
venting the sand-cutting. It Is doubt- 
ful, 
however, if results obtained by the 


use of stones for the sole purpose of 
preventing decay will justify the labor 
involved. 


Setting posts in concrete may have 


a beneficial effect in some cases. If 
moisture should reach the post, how- 
ever, it may be held there by the 
concrete sind cause decay to proceed 
more rapidly. 
This is an expensive 


method of setting posts and cannot 
be depended upon to prevent decay. 
Prolonging the Life of Pests by Means 


of Preservatives. 


There are five chief requirements 


for n preservative for general use. 
It 


should be ^reasonably cheap, should 
penetrate wood readily, should not be 
corrosive to metal, should not evapo- 
rate or wash out of the wood easily, 
and should be poisonous to fungi. 
For special purposes there are, of 
course, additional requirements. 


Coal-tar creosote, which is a brown- 


sh-black heavy oil, practically insol- 
uble in water. Is in general use for 
preserving fence posts und other farm 
limbers. • Satisfactory penetrations of 
many species of wood can be secured 
with it and excellent results have 
ben obtained by its use. It is con- 
sidered one of the most efficient pre- 
servatives against decay so fur de- 
veloped for farm timbers exposed 
to 


the w.eather. It may also be used for 
nside work wherever its color, odor, 
and other properties are not objec- 
tionable. 


Coal-tar creosotes vary considerably 


n quality; but satisfactory results may 
>e obtained from any good grade, pro- 
ridcd a sufficient amount is put into 
the wood and a good penetration is 


might prevent decay by keeping out 
the water; but this would be difficult 
to accomplish as well as being too 
expensive. 


Posts have sometimes been dipped 


In thin cement and allowed to dry. 
leaving a coat of cement over the sur- 
face of the wood. Such a coating will 
not keep out water and is easily 
cracked or broken off. Good results 
cannot be expected from this treat- 
ment. 


Only sound wood Is fit fi>r treat- 


ment." if decay has made a start, it 
•Is hot always entirely stopped by the 
treatment, but may continue beneath 
the treated wood until the interior of 
the post Is destroyed. The first thing 
to consider, then, is the selection and 
preparation of the timber. 


All timber should be peeled and 


thoroughly seasoned before the pre- 
servative is applied. In peeling posts 
of pine, cedar, and other coniferous

secured. 
Creosotes containing a high 


percentage of oils which boil at a low 
temperature 
are 
not suitable for 


use on the farm us.those which con- 
tain n lower percentage of these oils, 
because a considerable portion may 
evaporate and be lost, during treat- 
ment . In some cases as much as one- 
fifth of the oil used has been lost in 
this way. This loss of oil by evapora- 
tion may be largely offset, however, by 
the lower price at which the low-boil- 
ing creosotes may usually be obtained. 


Tar is not a (good preservative for 


farm use; and, in general, good results 
have not been obtained with it when 
applied by methods that are practic- 
able on the farm. 
Its chief defect Is 


that it does not penetrate the wood 
readily. 
Coal-tar and water-gas tar 


are also much less poisonous to the 
'organisms which cause decay than is 
coal-tar creosote. 


Crude oil is not sufficiently poison- 


ous for a wood preservsitive. 
If the 


wood can be thoroughly saturated 
with it, wsiter may be kept out and 
decay prevented; but it is very dim- 
cult, if not impossible, to get enough 


i oil into most woods 
by 
processes 


which are practicable on the farm. 
For treating by the brush method 
crude oil is entirely unsatisfactory. 


Good results cannot, in general, be 


expected from paint, linseed oil, or 
whitewash when used on fence posts

It is sometimes difficult to determine 


from its appearance whether timber Is 
sufficiently seasoned or not. By weigh- 
ing a few representative posts at rogu- 
Jar intervals it is possible to determine 
the degree of seasoning very closely. 
When an ordinary sized post properly 
piled for .seasoning duos not lose more 
than a pound or two in weight during 
a week of good seasoning wenfhor it 
may be"considered dry enough to treat 


Some woods, such as oak and chest- 


nut, check very badly when dried tod 
rapidly. It is well, if possible, to cut 
and peel such timber In the fall or i

Familiar exam- 
ples of this are decay in the tops of 
posts in board fences, In the joints of 


j various kinds of buildings, in porch 


columns, in sills resting on wood or 
stone piers, and in lumber piles. 


There are very few places where the 


fungus cannot get air enough for its 


When wood Is buried deep in 


posts under the same conditions. 


In order to be' of any value season- 


Ing must be properly done, and the 
posts must not be held so long that 
decay .begins, before 
they are set: 


Posts should never be left close-piled 
for any length of time. 


In some cases, charring 
bas ap- 


peared to give good results; in others 
however, It has failed to give any 
appreciable protection, and It cannot 
be relied upon. 


Piling stones around the base of the 


post has sometimes been resorted to. 
This tends to keep back the weeds and 
allow the air 
to circulate, 
freely 


around the post. In some climates, 
however, where the ground Is wet dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the year,
